The road that leads away from revolution is 
clearly marked, for it is defined by the nature of 
men and of organized society. It therefore be- 


hooves us to study very carefully and very candid- 


lv the exact nature of the task and the means of 
its accomplishment. 


The nature of men and of organized society dic- 
tates the maintenance in every field of action of the 
highest and purest standards of justice and of right 
dealing; and it is essential to efficacious thinking 
in this critical matter that we should not entertain 
a narrow or technical conception of justice. By 
justice the lawyer generally means the prompt, 
fair, and open application of tmpartial rules; but 
we call ours a Christian civilization, and a Chris- 
tian conception of justice must be much higher. It 
must include sympathy and helpfulness and a will- 
ingness to forego self-interest in order to promote 
the welfare, happiness and contentment of others 
and of the community as a whole. This is what 
our age is blindly feeling after in its reaction against 
what ft deems thé too great selfishness of the cap- 
italistic system. 

The sum of the whole matter is this, that our 
civilization cannot survive “*~materially unless it 
be redeemed spiritually. It can be saved only by 
becoming permeated with the spirit of Christ and 
being made free and happy by the practices which 
spring out of that spirit. Only thus can discontent 
‘ be driven out and all the shadows lifted from the

For 
her son was killed while leading his 
small band of soldiers against the 
savages. 

Eugenie went to Africa and 
brought home her boy’s body. Her 
cup of grief had run over. 

In 1920 this royal exile died, 
leaving a name which carries with 
it the love and respect of many na- 
tions.
